An Excursion Boat Caught in a 
Cyclone and Overturned. 


The Passengers On Board Hurled 
Into the Lake, 


Over One Hundred and Twenty-fiye Per. 
sons Drowned, 


Futile Efforts to Run the Unfortusate 
Steamer, the Seawing, on Shore—Men in 
Small Boats Rescue Someof the Excur- 
sionists—Fauall Details of the Calamity—A 
Partial List of the Victims—Seventy-five 
Bedies Recovered—Lake City (Minn.) 
Badly Damaged by the 
Village of Madners Completely Wrecked 
and Many Lives Lost—Death and De-

LAK® Crry, Minn., July 4—During a 
cyclone yesterday the excursion steamer 
Seawing from Diamond Bluff to the 
First Regiment, N. G., M. encamp- 
ment grounds, one wile below Lake 
City. was capsized on Lake Pepin. The boat 
was croweded to ite /mitand towed a barge. 
There were in ali about two hundred men 
womern and children on board. They came 
from Redwing and Diamonds Bluff. 
The tornado caught the boat 
when she was on the return trip. At about 
the height of the storm the Seawing ran upon 
a bar near Central Park and the barge was cut 
away. A number of the barge passengers 
jumped into the lake and swam ashore./Among 
these were two ladies. The barge drifted out 
to deep water, butinsplite of windand wave 
did not capsize. Capt. Wegthera tried to run 
the Seawing on shore, but the waves were so 
high that the boat was forced out into the 
lake. Waves washed into the boatand hali 
nearly as large as hen’s eggs fell upon the pas- 
sengers On the deck. 

MANY WERE INJURED. 

While the hail was failing a monster wave 
struck the boat, capsizing her and throwing 
all her passengers and crew into the lake. 
Fully 150 persons were thus placed in danger 
of drowning. Persons on shore who saw the 
disaster attempted to rescue those who rose to 
the surface, but were in the main unsuccess- 
ful. Some of the passeggers caught 
On to the boat’s bottom as she iny ia the water 
after being overturned, but a wave washed 
them off, and nearly half of this number was 
drowned. Butavery few succeeded in cling- 
ing the to boat until belp could reach them. 

The captain ofthe Ethel Howard, which 
waslying atthe dock, refused to go outto 
rescue the helpiess people, but boats were 
secured, and between twenty and thirty were 


saved.

In Lake City the dau.age to property by the 
cyclone is great, although no fatalities have 
been reported, Collins Bros.’ saw and plan- 
ing mill is totally demolished. The roof of 
the Opera-house, owned by Mr. Hanisch, 
was carried away; and the stores underneath 
more or less damaged by the rain and bail. 
Young & Co.’s dry goods biock is badly de- 
molished. Part ofthe Lyons’ block was de- 
molished and goods in the store damaged. 
The root ofthe building in whieh the teie- 
graph office is located is gone and the lower 
floors were damaged. Gillett & Beck’s starch 
factory is an almosttotal wreck. The streets 
ofthe city are filled with fallen trees and 
parts of hwildings that had been carried 
through the air. Upto2 o’cidck this morn- 
ing fifty-nine bodies had been found and the 
search for the dead was kept up all night. 


THE WRECK. 

The wreck of the steamer occurred off this 
point, and the great Qismantied wreck 
driited over against the barge.She lay over on 
the port side and was broken almost into 
kindling wood, although enough of the 
frame work remained to hold togetner and 
work on. At 10:30 the bodies of a woman and 
child to which ropes bad been attached were 
drawn from the water. The child was the 
daughter of John Winters of Red Wing. Fred 
Seivers, biacksmith, was taken out a few 
minutes later, That makes @ totalof sixty- 
five bodies aiready found, or probably 
about haif the total number rowned. 
Corporal B. L. Perry cf St. Paul saw the 
wreck early last night and hastened to the 
spot to render euch assistance as was 
was possible. Finding a man standing near a 
boat on the shore, he asked to be taken out 
into the storm to the overturning boat, But 
when he refused he threatened to kill him un- 
less his orders were obeyed, and with the help 
of his unwilling assistant saved the lives of fit- 
teen or sixteen women. Adjt.-Gen. Mullen 
says the man bas earned a commission, From 
early moraing a patrol of row boats was kept 
up allover the neighborhood of the wreck 
looking for bodies. Several were found in 
that way last night aed a small boy was found 
then floating and yelling three miles down the 
lake from the scene of the disaster. Battery A 
of St. Paul kept upacannonading during the 
day trying to ratse bodies, but without suc- 
cess. The little steam tug Wanderer tried 
unsuccessfully to pull the wreck apart and 
then the Ethel Howard came up the river and 
with the valuable assistance of the Luella 
pulled apart the frame of what bad been the 
top of the steamer. The Luella then pulied 
the Seawing up

releasing three bodies, 008 woman and two 
young men. Alice Palmer of Trenton was 
one of these, but the two men had not been 
identified up tolo’ciock. That nakes a total 
of sixty-eight bodies now found. It was 
stated this afternoon thatto keep the water 
out of the cabin and to Keep the peo- 

le under shelter, Capt. Wethnern had 
oecked the door of the cabin. If this is 
true it may explain much of the loss of life, 
although the loss would still bave boen very 
heavy. Estimates vary 85 to the total num- 
ber of dead. There were OVertwo hundred 
on the steamer and barge When the steamer 
started for Red Wing, very f@W remaining be- 
hind on account of the storm, altbough) many 
protested against the proposal to steam up the 
lake in the face of such & g8l© 85 Was biowing.

UNIDENTIFIED BODIES. 

Tt is now quite probable tbat there are yet 
fifty or sixty people missing tn addition to the 
list of identified dead. Itis thought that all 
of these are in the wreck which lies off the 
point nearLake City. The undertaking es- 
tablishment here is crowded with friends of 
the dead and many cases of prostration have 
occured. Husiness is compietely at a stand- 
still. Peter Gorkin, wife and five children, 
comprising the entire family, and a servant 
girl are among thedead. Itjis reported this 
morning that ‘‘Rad’’, a brother of Charles 
Biero, an insurance agent of Minneapolis, 
was drowned, together with his entire family. 
They went down wrapped in each others arms 
and were picked up last night floating to- 
gether in the embrace of death. Thetscenes 
at the Morgue are simply Indescribable.{: 

During the night fifty-five bodies were re- 
covered and this morning up to 1o’clock 
seven more had been puiled out. Under com- 
mandof Adjt.-Gen. Mulien the militia were 
put into service and worked nobly on the 
wreck. The barge nad been wrecked back of 
the point which is known as Maiden Rock. 


At Lake Gervais. 


St. Pau, Minn., July 14.—A cyclone swept 
the shores of Lake Gervais—where weulthy Sc. 
Paul men have summer cottages—yesterday 


afternoon. The storm descended upon the 
lake at about5 o’clock last evening. Every 
bullding and tree in its path was leveled and 
a large number of persons were killed or in- 
jured. From the moment of the 
storm’s gathering it was plainly 
visibie from St. Paul. It began with wind 
and hail about 8 o’clock and continued in 
several directions to increase in violence up 
to 56 o’clock, when the funnel shaped cloud of 
the tornado was noticed in the direction of 
Lake Gervais. It was not known until! 8 
o’clock last night what damage had resulted. 
Messengers then arrived 

FOR MEDICAL AID, 
who told ofthe awful work at Lake Gervais. 
Acorps of physicians at once went to the 
Lake, and many oftheinjured were brought 
into the city. 

There is hardly a building at the lake left 
intact, and the larger number of the wounded 
are sheltered in fragments of cottages that 
the storm did not wholly break down,

Whether there was any loss of life there or 
not is not yet known. A number of residents 
are missing.

Some buildings 
were blown from the premises, For balt an 
hour the storm raged. As soon as it had 
passed a large number of men went to work 
helping the wounded and taking out the dead 
on the other side of the lake. Carriages of 
all sorta were in use and asmal! steam tug 
which had peen blown ashore was floated and 
sent across the lake. saw fourteen people 
who were al! pretty badly burt.’’ 

J. W. Terrill and Mies Vaidee, P. Potts and 
Miss Lou Gleason, J. Burkeand Miss Wheeler, 
John Bruggeman and wife, all of 8t. Paul, 
formeda party who were camping on the 
southwest shore of Lake Gervais, and not 
very far from the Schurmeler cottage. When 
the tornado’s advance guard etruck the tent 
an attempt was made to hold the canvas 
down, but this was soon abandoned as the 
terror of the storm was realized, and the 
party fled to the shelter of an overhanging 
bank. They got there just in timeto save 
their lives. as the tent,andal!l its appurte- 
nances, together with a horse and buggy be- 
longing to Mr. Terrill were blown clear into 
the lake, In whose depths they still are. Mr. 
Terrill was blown against a tree which was 
broken by the forceot the wind, and was 
‘somewhat bruised and scratched, as indeed 
were all of the party. 

THE COURSE OF THE 8&TORM. 

According tothe testimony of those who 
witnessed the storm it first gathered in the 
vicinity of Snall Lake, several miles to the 
northwest of Lake Gervais and something 
like eight miles from 8t. Paul. It proceeded 
slowly in its general movementand first be- 
gan its work of destruction abous three miles 
from the Schurmeier and Good cottages by 
demolishing a barn and several wind-milis, 
After this it seemed to bound into the air, 
striking the earth again near the hamlet of 
Little Canada, the first 
serious damage was

and again lowered tothe earth and resumed 
its work of destruction, ite fury culminating 
near Lake Gervais, where five deaths were 
caused. Once again the storm seemed to re- 
bound into the air, only to regain the eartha 
mile further on, where the ruins of the 
Gietzke place and the bruised inmates were 
ieft to their relentless power. Here its fury 
seemed to be spent, and as it went eastward 
assumed simply the nature of a high wind ac- 
companied by athunder storm. Hall as large 
as medium-sized olives was one of the 
features at White Bear. 

THE DAMAGE. 

Beside the Good and Schurmeler cottages 
the following persons are known to have thelr 
cottages blown to pleces: 

Miss Milanston, Mra. J. P. Milanston and 
Mr. R. W. Shannon. These were situated a 
short distance west of Lake Gervais. A Mr, 
Getzke, living halfa mile east of the lake, 
had his house destroyed. The inmates of 
these houses were injured, but none fatally.

MRS. DR. EACHUS’ GRAPHIO STORY. 

Mrs. Dr. Eachus, nee Good, who was an in- 
mate of the Good cottage which was destoyed 
at Lake Gervais, tells the following graphic 
story: 

Ail our family wereinthe bouse waiting 
upon company. We noticed the storm ap- 
proaching, and some of the household sug- 
gested we get into the celler, as the 
storm looked as if it was coming right down 
on the houses of Schurmeler and ours. My 
husband and I were standing by a window 
while the others were scattered around the 
house, and all suggested some place of 
security. After a few moments the spin- 
ning clouds reached to the center of the 
lake and I saw the water overflow the banks 
some forty feet. As papa was looking out of 
the door I saw the trees near the Mallane 
cottage crash beneath the whirlwind, 
and the Mullaney’s cottage was 
swept away and then our barn was thrown 
broadside against our house. Just at 
this time my husband threw me podily down 
the cellarstairs and I landed in the potato- 
bin. Then he threw Miss King and Mrs. Mc- 
Pherson jumped after. My husband then 
tumbied down and called to the others 
to follow. The building crushed in 
upon us and then portions of it were 
hurled ekyward, Trees were blown by, and 
a huge ice chest fell into the cellar and pinned | 
us alldown. As welay there in the painful 
refuge we heard the Schurmeier house, which 
was about fifteen feet away from our house, 
crash and scatter timbers in all directions. 
For fifteen minutes the timbers and furniture 
of both houses were huried about the site 
of the houses. After our release 

the cellar wo began look- 
ing for members of the housebold, 
We found them scattered about, Minnie la 
In the road, her head cut and her mout 
bieeding badly. Carrie, her sister, 
was pinned under a tree, and 
I guess the girl is hurt inter- 
nally.

The streets present a 
festive appearance. Everywhere the bulld- 
Ings, both public and private, are gally 
Gressed in bunting of brilliant hues and ar- 
ranged in tasteful and patriotic symbolisms, 
while high over all floats the tri-color of 
France. A large number of patriotic societies 
marched in procession past the flower-be- 
decked statue of Strassburg in the 
Piace De La Concorde, the stand- 
ards of the various organizations 
Deing dipped asthey were carried past the 
colossaifigure. In the Piace de la UOoncord 
the Boulangist Deputy, Mery, i ed 
attempted to deliver an oration tothe parad- 
@re and the vast multitude which surrounded 
them on all sides, he was promptly placed 
under arrest. One ofthe most imposing and 
interesting features of the programme of the 
day wasagreat demonstration by the chil- 
dren of the pubiic schools, who paraded the 
Principal streets and defiled before the Hotel 
de Ville, where they were reviewed by the 
Officers of the municipal government. 


A Much Needed KReferm. 


Lorpown, July 14.—In view of the frequent 
instances of immorality among the clergy of 
the established church, the Archbishop of 
Canterbury has issued a series of reculations 
providing for the removal from their benefices 
of clergymen convicted of crime. For in- 
stance, aclergyman against whom an order 
has been issued for the support of achiild 
bern out of wedlock is by that fact deprived 
of his religious charge. In addition, the 
Archbishop provides that complaints of im- 
moral conduct may be addressed to the bishops 
and other superiors in church authority, and 
an ecclesiastical investigation is therefore to 
be held. Some of the clergymen of the Church 
of England have been as giaringly indifferent 
to public opinion In matters of morality, as if 
they were army officers; but pubiilc sentiment 
is becoming more critical as to the conduct of 
the clergy, and the growing dir~osition in fa- 
vor of disestablishment renders it all the 
more necessary that the pastors supported by 
a State should be at least as exemplary as the 
mon-conformists, dependent on private and 
voluntary contributions. 

WHAT THE LIBERALS AGREE TO. 

The Liberal leaders are represented as being 
Willing to consent to a curtailment of debate 
On the address from the throne and to permit 
the passage to its second reading of the land 
purchase bill with but little discussion, pro- 
vided the Government will not summon Par- 
llament to reassemble until January. While 
the Ministry favors the course suggested, it is 
feared thatthe Radicals may oppose the pro- 
gramme. 


The English Labor Question.

THE SILVER BILL APPROVED BY THE PRES- 
IDENT. 


A Republicas Senatorial Caucus to Be Held 
To-Night te Consider the Debate Rule— 
Acts Approved by the President—The 
Educational Fuad Bill—Proceedings in 
the Senate and Heuse, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 14,.—The Speaker 
and President pro tem Ingalls have both 
signed the sliver bill and it now goes to the 
President for his action. 

Immediately upon its receipt at the White 
House the President approved the silver bill. 


The Senate Debate Rule. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., July 14.—The Repupl!- 
can senatorial caucus committee, instructed 
to frame a rule under which debate in the Sen- 
ate may be limited, held a meeting thia morn- 


ing and agreed upon the form of arule to be 
reported tothe caucus to-night. An injunc- 
tion of secrecy has been put upon 
the members of the committee 
and the terms of the proposed 
ruie are withheld from general circulation. 
It is learned, however, that it differs from the 
text as published ina number of papers to- 
day and ia in effect a modification of the pre- 
vious question as generally used in parila- 
mentary bodies. It is a rule applicable to 
any measure under consideration, being made 
general in its scope witha view, it is under- 
stood, of passing an apportionment Dill 
after the promulgation of the tabuila- 
tion of the census returns of population.

MADE A CLEAN’ SWEEP. 


THE POLICE SWOOP DOWN ON A MEETING 
OF POLICY VENDERS- 


Not a Man Escapes—Thirteen of Bebby 
Kerr’s Employes Taken to the Third 
District Station—One of the Biggest 
Police Raids Ever Made Here—Treuble 
Between Kerr and His Venders. 


One of the biggest and cleanest swoops that 
have ever been made in a lottery or policy 
scheme here took place lastSaturday. The 
raid was made by the police of the Third 
District, but has been kept remarkably quiet. 
When Chief Harrigan took hold of 
the reins and began his war on 
gambling he soon had every faro house in 
the city closed tight, and the poker rooms 
also began to rapidly becomea thing of the 
past. Lottery and policy were running here, 
andthe Chiefturned hig attention to them. 
It was not long before he had Griffith’s 
scheme wiped out of existence, but Bobby 
Kerr although somewhat crippled still con- 
tinued to run bis policy business. The 
fact that he had a monopoly increased trade, 
and while he was Working under difficulties, 
nevertheless, like Mr. U’ Reilly of hotel fame, 
he was ‘‘doing quite well.’’ 

A VENDER GAVE HIM AWAY. 

But Kerr in an unfortunate moment in- 
curred the enmity of Tom Grady, one of his 
venders. Hedidit in this way: Grady and 
several others, who bad been arrested for 
selling policy tickets, were arraigned in court 
and fined. Kerr paid the fines of all except 
that of Grady and the latter had to pay his 
own. Grady never forgave him this and de- 
termined to geteven. He went on selling 
tickets for Kerr, but had soon placed himeelif 
in communication with the police and was 
scheming with them for the entrapment of 
the whole policy outfit. Kerr himself never 
shows up at the lottery drawings, 
but has others employed to run 
the business for him. Tony Seliner Is his 
chief manager and recelvesand pays out all 
moneys. William Doth, Kerr’s brother- 
in-law, is also one of the con- 
trolling spirits in the scheme, and 


so is Henry 8. Sproules George Hotchkiss is 
what !s known as the perambuiator of 
the scheme. That is, he visits the 
venders and goes about town to see 
what is needed and that every- 
thing progresses all right. To prevent 
the police from learning where the venders 
meettoturn over their cash and receive the 
drawings and winnings, it has been the cus- 
tom to change the place of weeting. Once it 
would be at Fourteenth street and Washington 
avenue, then at Twenty-first and Franklin 
avenue, again at Twelfth and Washington 
avenue, sometimes at Twenty-eighth street 
and Easton avenue and others at Twenty- 
second street and Lucas avenue, and 
80 on. Capt. Joyce of the Third 
District has been on the lookout for them, 
and when he recelvéd information that the 
meeting of venders wus to be held in 
his district he assigned 
cers Barthold, Allender 
watch for itand raid the meeting when held. 
They got a tip from Grady where the men 
would meet Friday night, but the lottery men 
learned of the fact and evaded the 
officers. Then the men learned 
that the venders would hold their 
noon,meeting on Saturday at George Gerber’s 
saloon, No. 413 Morgan street. his is the 
place which wasformerly kept DbDy Pat Mon. 
tague, and where unfortunate Gus Sran- 
conier met his death. These drawings 
are heldtwicea day. Thirteen numbers are 
drawn out of seventy-elgbt andthe numbers 
which come out atthe noon drawin# are with- 
drawn, new sheets made up for the afternoon, 
the ticketsthen sold being for the drawing 
held at night: 

THE RAID. 


The three special officers hid themselves in 
the neighborhood of the saloon at 418 Morgan 
streetshortly before noon Saturday and at 
12:30 o’clock, when they thought ali 
the venders had assembled, they swooped 
down upon theplace. Of course the officers 
were in citizens’ clothes, and before the 
policy men realized what had occurred, 
they were in their midst and had 
the whoie gathering coralied. Sellner 
had already collected from the men the 
money forthe tickets sold bythem, and he 
had compared their sheets with the drawings 
and paid the venders the amount 
won by the tickets sold by them, 
William Doth had also distributed to them 
the drawings for the gp * These drawings 
notonly have numbers but the name ofa 
horse alter each number, it being an alleged 
race horse echeme, the races being supposed 
to be runSn East 8t. Louis. Of course there 
are always seventy-elght starters, and thir- 
teen of these finish first. Only two races a 
day are run, but it is very dark when {te 
second takes place, and it must frequently 
puzzie the judges to distinguish which horses 
won. 

When Doth discovered the presence of the 
oflicers In the saloon he ran out a rear door 
and threwa bundle of soft paper over the 
fence into the next yard. Officer Barthoid 
followed him and witnessed the act. The 
officer went intothe adjoining yard and got 
the papers, which proved to be the 
drawings for day and 
he returned saloon 
arrested Doth. The three officers bagged 
thirteen men. They got Tony Seliner, the 
manager of the scheme; Wim. Doth, assistant 
manager; George Hotchkiss, the ‘‘perambu- 
lator’’ for it; George Sters, who is a 
vender at No. 1415 Morgan street; the 
veteran Aaron Block, who is a vender at 
Eighth and Morgan streets, Louls Sauerman 
of Sixteenth and Morgan streets, and also 
Henry Allender, Heury 8. Sproule, Charles 
Davon, John Rucber, Wm. Broderick, Fred 
Anderson and William Porter, all venders, 
The two last named are colored. . Copies of 
the drawings were found on allof them and 
many also had money which they had just 
been paid. There were lorty-seven 
Louisiana Lottery tickets found on Sellner 
who also deals in them. The men were all 
taken to the Third District Station and 
there it was found that Aaron Block 
had his copy of the crewioge 
hid in his underwear. Sellner also bad $170 in 
money on him, Kerr was not captured be- 
cause he does not attend the meetings. Nota 
man who wasin the room esca » Officer 
Moran arriyed during the raid and as- 
sisted to take the men to thestation. This 
afternoon the police will apply for warrants 
awainst the wholeoutfit. It was the cleanest 
raid of lottery or policy ever made 
here, and will be a severe blow to 
Kerr's echeme.

Bold Robbery ofthe North Pacific Express 
in Chicago, 


CurcaGco, Ill., July 14.—The following is 
published here this moring: The general 
offices of the Northern Pacific Express Co., at 
81 Dearborn street, were entered by masked 
robbers at ll o’clock Saturday night. After 
covering two elerks, who werein charge, 
with revolvers, the robbers secured betweea 
$8,000 and $10,000 and made good their escape. 
The officials of the express company, inciud- 
ing S. B. Cooper,the manager,said they kiew 
nothing whatever of the robbery. They also 
refuse to give the names of theclerks who 
were“ in the office at the time and re- 
fuse to say whether or not arrests 


have been made. The facts of the robbery 
came into the hands ofthe Pinkerton Agency 
about midnight Saturday, through a Pinker- 
ton patrolman, who was called into the ¢x- 
press office shortly after llo’clock by one of 
the clerks. The young man was in a dazed 
condition and told the watchman that three 
men with covered faces had entered the office, 

resented revolvers and pregses ebloro- 
ormed handkerchiefs oyer the faces of him- 
selfand partner, who was apparentiy still 
under the influence of the drug. The watch- 
man, disregarding the wishes of the clerk, 
went foraphysician.

THE BROADWAY RAILWAY CO.’S ATTEMPT 
TO SEIZE FRENCH MARKE&T.- 


An Injunction Obtained to Prevent the 
Cable- Builders From Wrecking a Portion 
ofthe Market Property—The 8t. Lowis 
Improved Street Sprinkling Co.'s Assignu- 
ment Matters in Court, 


Tye cable builders now at work on the 
Broadway road undertook to tear down @ 
portion of the French Market on Broadway, 
south of Chouteau avenue, this morning, but 
were soon stopped by an injunction sued 
out in the Olreuit Court by J. R, 
Peters, a fish merchant, who does business in 
the market, Though situated in the middie of 
a public thoroughfare, French Market is nos 
the property of the city, being owned and 
managed by « corporation controlled largely 
by Maj. C. E. Pearce and Mr. Peters. The 
Broadway line has been desirous for some 
time ofrunningthe new cable road over the 
ground it occupies, but it appears bas never 
attempted to purchase the property from its 
holders. 

A HIGH-HANDED PROCEEDING. . 

This morning between 8 and 9 o’clock Mr, 
Peters was amazed to see a force of workmen 
Start in to tear up the sidewaik on 
the south end ofthe market where his ice 
boxes and packing cases are stored. He 
asked themen whatthey meant, and they 
coolly told him they had been ordered by the 
superintendent tagtear that end of the markets 
down. He told them that por- 
tion was his own property, and 
after repeating his demand for 
them to desist, hastily arove to the omee of 
his attorneys, Kehr & Tittman, and had them 
prepare an application for an injunction. The 
upplication was made in Judge Dillon’s 
court, and an order was promptly issued 
directing the S8t. Louis street Railway 
Co. to appear in court next Thursday 
and show cause why the Injunction should 
not be granted. The same order directed that 
the company be restrained from touching the 
property of Mr. Peters and the market com- 
pany until the matter complained in the plain- 
tiff’s petition had been passed upon. ‘ 

The papers were given the Sheriff and served 
immediately on Supt. Dickerson and Manager 
McCulloch of the Holmes syndicate, which 
controls the Hroadway Line. 

AN INDIGNANT CITIZEN. 

Mr. Peters said that be was amazed at the 
presumption ofthe street railway company. 
‘‘Here they go to work,’’ he said, ‘‘to des 
stroy my property without any 
authority or of law. 
The property has been there 4 
long time, and ifthe rallroad company wants 
itso bacly Icannotsee why it did not make 
an effort to purchase it, The place they at- 
tempted to wreck 1 use in my business, 
and without s0 much as consulting 
me, they startin with picks and hammers to 
take full possession.’’ Mr, Peters was indig- 
nant at what he termed the unlimited nerve 
of the rallroad company. : 

There is a bill now pending In the Munioipal 
Assembly. which authorizes the Mayor and 
Comptroller to purchase this property 
for the city. The Holmes syndi- 
cate ig anxious to run its cavie 
tracks over the site, and ifthe city does pur- 
chase the property will ask that authority from 
the Assembly. The market trustees donot 

ropose, bowever, to let the company demol- 
sh any portion of the property while they are 
managing it.

tion, at the Commissioner’s Sale. 


A vacant plat of 8 20-100 acres of ground, 
property of the estate of Frank Ely, situated 
on the west side of Union avenue south of 
Cabanne place, and commencing at a point 
about 1,000 feet north of Delmar avenue, was 


| 80ld to-day by the firm of Charles H. Gleason 


& Co., for $34,000 to Thomas Wright. Mr. 
Gleason says the tract will be subdivided into 
about 2,000 front feet. It. has a frontage of 
823 feet on the west line of Union avenue bya 
depth of 1,011 feet, with an L projecting on the 
south side of the piece. Calcniating that is 
would cut up into 2.000 front feet the purchase 
price would be $17 afoot. This is just about

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PRESIDENTIAL PENS- 


A finer and deeper significance than ap- 
pears on the surface may be given the so- 
called ‘‘fad’’ which prevails among 
Congressmen of securing from the Presi- 
dent for preservation the pens with which 
he signs acts of Congress to the adoption 
of which they have contributed their 
especial efforts. 

The pen is the instrument of the Presi- 
dent’s power over the legislation for the 
whole Union. Its usein the approval of 
Congressional measures signifies the 
exercise of the highest official ca- 
pacity in the service of the people. 
It is the supreme act of sov- 
ereignty in the people’s representative. 
The act of using it defines the President’s 
fidelity to duty, his conscientious recti- 
tude of purpose, his ability and faithful- 
ness asa public servant; it also may de- 
termine the weal or woe of the nation, 
may embody justice or injustice, a regard 
for the best interests of the people or the 
sacrifice of those interests for personal 


ambition, party policy or corrupt purpose 


—in short, the record of the President, 
good or bad, and the laws which make or 
mar the country’s happiness and prosper- 
ity depend in large measure upon the use 
of his pen. 

Whether the pen used inapproving each 
Congressional act of importance be kept or 
thrown away does not, of course, affect 
the act, or preserve or wipe out the Presi- 
dent’s record. Butic isthe visible sym- 
bol of his deeds. The preservation of each 
one should, therefore, give its use, if pos- 
sible, a more solemn import in his mind 
and bring a graver consideration of what 
the use of itinvolves. It should suggest 
to him, above the din of personal and 
party claims which beset him, the voice 
of patriotism the verdict 
of his country and  0of history. 
He had i better lose his right 
hand than sign a bill which robs the 
Treasury, which yields to the demands of 
organized greed or corrupt factions, which 
imposes a heavy burden of taxation upon 
the whole people to enrich a few men or 
which invades constitutional rights and 
resorts to revolutionary means to per- 
petuate party power. 

President Harrison has need to look 
well to the collection of official pens which 
will furnish souvenirs for his Congres- 
sional friends.

THE GAMBLING FVIL. 

Through the skillful work of a reporter 
who assumed the part of a gambler de- 
siring to open a ~poker-room,_ the 
New York WorLD has unearthed 
startling evidence of widespread cor- 
ruption in the Police Department 
of New York City. It revealed the 
fact that gambling dens are protected by 
systematic bribery of polico officers. 

There is a significance in this exposure 
which goes beyond the mere revelation of 
corruption in the Metropolitan police 
force. It is one more of many illustrations 
of the fact that gambling isa prolific cause 
of wrong-doing in all municipalities in 
which it is allowed to exist in any form. 

The respectable citizens in nearly every 
American city of any importance have 
had to struggle with the vicious gambling 
elements for supremacy. St. Louis has 
had a bitter experience in this line, and 
although the better elements conquered, 
the gambling serpent still shows signs of 
life. Chicago is suffering from the domi- 
nation of unscrupulous gamblers. New 
York’s disgraceful condition has been 
shown by the WorRLD. What unchecked 
gambling enterprises will do is exhibited 
in the degradation of Louisiana, whose 
monster lottery octopus extends its bale- 
ful influenees throughout the Union. 

The history of State and city govern- 
ments proves that the gambling evil 
is a festering sore on the body social and 
political, and the only chance of relief 
from it seems -to lie in the total suppres- 
sion of professional gambling. It is a 
mean business at best. 
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Tur deadly cyclone made a terrible 
record of fatal disaster in the lake region 
north of St. Paul yesterday. Among the 
results of the storm which made it prob- 
ably the most destructive in point of loss 
of lifeof any which have occurred re- 
cently, were the sweeping away ofa cluster 
of summer cottages at Cape Gervais and 
the capsizing of a loaded exoursion 
steamer on Lake Pepin. About a dozen 
people were killed and many more were 
injured in the first disaster, while the 
number of the drowned in the wreck of 
the steamer is placed at not less than 150 
persons.

GEN. JOHN C. FREMONT. 


SOME RFCOLLECTIONS oF HIS CABEER 
BEFORE AND DUBING THE WAR- 


His Romantic Marriage With the Daughter 
of Thomas H. Benten—Expeditiens to 
the West—Discovering the Seuth Pass— 
Fremont and La Rue—Peculiar Preceed- 
ings in St. Leuis. 


O man was better 
known to the older 
citizens of St. Louis 
than the late John C. 
Fremont, who died in 
New York yesterday. 
Much of his life 
was passed in this 
city, and during 
the early part of the 
war of the rebellion he 
was placed in com- 
mand of the Union 
forces in Missouri. 
Long before the war 
he was a conspicuous 
figure in this city, as 
he and his talented wife, Jessie Benton 
Fremont, spent much of their time with 
her relatives, and through the infiu- 
ence of the then all-powerful Bentons 
occupied a very prominent social position. 
Fremont was anative of Virginia, his father be- 
ing a Frenchman,who made bis living by giving 
instructions in his native language. Those 
who knew Fremont best always said that he 
was more of a Frenchman than an American 
in his disposition and character. 
A RUNAWAY MATCH. 

At an early age he obtained an appointment 
to the topographical engineers, and when in 
Washington made the acquaintance of Jessie 
Benton, the daughter of Senator Thomas H. 
Benton. Miss Benton was a school girl and 
was greatly attracted by the handsonie young 
lieutenant. They became engaged, but 
Senator Benton refused to give 
his consent to the marriage, and 
the young couple decided upon an elopement. 
This was successfully carried out, and in 1841 
Fremont and Miss Benton were married. 
Senator Benton forgave his daughter and 
used all his great influenceto push his son- 
in-law tothe front. An exploring expedition 
was organized in 1542, at the head of which 
Fremont was placed. He was provided with 
the ablest assistants, notably a Swies scien- 
tist named Nicollet, and made an exploration 
of the Wind River and Bitter Root Mountains. 


Subsequently he went on an expedition to 
New exico, where he made extensive 
explorations, and pushed on to the Paciile 
siope. 


. 
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THE CALIFORNIA EXPEDITION. 

The resuit of this expedition gave rise to 
much controversy. The famous Kit Carson 
was atthe head of the scouts, succeeding a 
Frenchman named La Rue, who Carson frank- 
ly admitted to have been his superior. A 
portion of Fremont’s command became iso- 
lated In the mountains during the winter, 
and as they had no provisions he 
was urged to make efforts to save 
them. He deciared that nothing conld be 
done, whereupon La Rue volunteered to go 
alone and guide them through the passes. He 
failed to reach the troops, as the winter was 
one of unusual severity, and the heroic 
mountaineer perished among the mountains 
of cold and hunger, and few of the men whom 
he went torescue escaped. In some quarters 
Fremont was severely biamed for waat was 
termed an abandonmentof hismen. Pushing 
on to California, he discovered the South 
Pass, for which he was given the 
coznomen of the ‘‘Pathfinder.’’ The im- 
portance of this discovery was sharply 
disputed. One of the first delegates from 
Oregon to Congress made a speech, famous in 
its dav, opposing those who declared that 
Fremont had not discovered the south Pass. 
He had discovered it, the delegate said, be- 
cause he bad seen him do it. A cartoon was 
shown exbibiting Fremont in the act of dis. 
covering the pass. He was seated in 
an jtambulance with a negro  0behind 
him holding a large umbrella over his head to 
protect him from the rays of the sun, and 
theambulance was on a well-beaten road that 
bad been traveled by emigrants for forty 
years. During the Mexican war Fremont was 
in California, and aided in putting down the 
resistance to the American authorities in that 
State. He became involved ina hot contro- 
versy with his commanding dfficer, Gen. 
Stephen W. Kearny, who put him under 
arrest fer disobedience of orders, but by Sen- 
ator Benton’s influence the matter was 
patched up, and Fremont afterwards con- 
ducted several exhibitions in the Northwest. 
In 1849 be was elected Senstor from California, 
and in 1856 was the first Republican candidate 
for the presidency. 

FREMONT IN ST. LOUIS. 

On the outbreak of the rebeliion Freemont 
received a commission as Major-General of 
Volunteers, and in August, 186], was placed in 
command of Missouri, with headquarters at 
St. Louis. President Lincoln made this ap- 
pointment at tue request of Frank P. Blair, 
who believed that Freemont would heartily 
co-operate with bim and follow his 
lead. Old citizens wiil remember the state 
that Fremont maintained during his service 
in St. Louls. He at once set up a body guard, 
cladin gay uniforms, and composed princi- 
pally of foreigners, preferably Poles and Hun- 
garians. Col. Zagoni, supposed to be an 
exiled noblemads, but who subsequently 
turned out to have been atailor, was placed 
in cemmand, and a clattering troop of cavalry 
accompanied the General everywhere® he 
went. He occupied the huuseof Mre. Brunt 
on Chouteau avenue, then considered the 
finest rea'd:n:@in this elty Two gigantic Poles 
were always stationed at the door with 
drawn sabers and it was with great difficulty 
thatany could secure an audience with the 
Commanding General. 

On one occasion U. 8. Grant, then Oolonel 
of an lilinois regiment, was obliged to wait 
three days before he was admitted. 

HIGH-HANDED MEASURES. 

Zagoni managed by his ignorance of the 
rules andregulations of the army to involye 
Fremont in nota few seriousdifiicuities. On 
one occasion he arrested Col. Andrews, a pay- 
master, for refusing to give him money to pay 
for quartermaster stores and seized the money 
inhis hands. Fremont was notat ail disin- 
clined to taking the same course, as he 
forced Banks to make forced loans, and 
the incident disorders required the attention 
of Judge Advocate-General Holt for many 
months to straighten out matters. Fremont 
s00n quarreied with Biair, who believed that 
his course was calculated to alienate loyal 
sentiment, and finaliy placed bim under ar- 
rest in his own house. 

BLAIR AND FREMUNT. 

Those who knew Biair’s character expected 
a tremendous outburst, but be was inclined 
to treat the matteras a joke, saying that it 
Was amusing that he coujd 0@ put under ar- 
rest by such a map as Fremont. Fremont’s 
career in Missouri was cut short by his 
issuance of an emancipation prociamation in 
direct disobedience of the orders of the Presi- 
dent. Mr. Lincoln countermanded the order 
and reileved Fremont from his command. 
This ended his active participation inthe war. 
In 1878 be was appointed Governor of Arizona, 
and beld this position until 1881. Hehassince 
taken no part in publicaffairs. He leaves a 
widow and two children.

PROBABLE ANNEXATION OF SPAIN’S POS- 
SESSION TO THE UNITED STATES-

4 Commission From the Spanish Govern- 
ment im This Country to Asrcertain the 
Feeling on the Question—The Big Price 
Spain Will Probably Ask for the Island 
“Dee ef the Commissioners Talks. 


By Telecranh tothe Posr-Disratcn. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 14.—Senors 
Hipolito Murua and Policarpo Munoza, con- 
stituting a special commissidn from the Span- 
ish Government, have visited Washington 
within the pastfew days. Their movements 
have been very mysterious. Last night your 
correspondent discovered the mission of the 
strangers. It is a qguasi-diplomatic one to 
ascertain the feeling, both on the part ofthe 
United States and of the Cuban residents 
here, as to the possible annexation of the 
Island of Cuba to the United States, During 
their stay in New York, where they arrived 
last Monday, they thoroughly canvassed the 
views of the Spanish-American element in 
that city and found them almost unanimous 
In favor of annexation. Senor Munoza in 
conversation said: 

‘*Prior to our departure from Spain we were 
fully aware of the change in the Spanish 
Cabinet, and now now that Senor Canovas De 
Castilia has assumed the office of Prime 
Minister we may fully expect an almost com- 
plete and formal recognition of the Republl- 
can elementin Spain. The Republicans there, 


or those who favor an overthrow of the 


monarchical rule, are almost universally in 
favor of disposing of the Island of Cuba tothe 
United States.’’ 

**What price is set upon the Island?’’ 
**That I am not prepared to say, 
negotiations haye not reached that cliimaxz,’’ 

was the reply. 

*‘And do you think that $100,000,000 would 
reach the limit?’’ 

**Oh, no; not by any means.’’ 

**Hiow about $200,000, 000. 

**lam almost positive that Spain would give 
this offeravery serious consideration. You 
see, the feeling which pervades the present 
Spanish Government is a conciliatory one. It 
tends toward establishing perpetual peace 
with all nations. The object Spain has in 
ascertaining the disposition on the part of 


the United States to acquire Cuba is that it 
sees a way to relieve its overburdened 
fvances, sottie its international disputes and 
place it more on a par with other European 
mations.’’ 

EFFSCT OF THE CESSION OF CUBA. 

**What immediate effect on Spain would the 
cession of Cuba produce?’’ 

**None ip the very immediate future. But, 
with the money that can be immediately ob- 
tained from the sale, Spain would be placed 
in a position to secure a long projected alli- 
ance with France and the eventual absorp- 
tion of Portugal and her manifold colonial 
interests. ‘The project, no doubt, may seem 
to many a hare-brained one, but among the 
Republicans of Portugal and Spain it has long 
been cherished. You may take my word for 
it that the present Cabinet of Spain is only 
the ivitiative of a thoroughly decisive 
republican movement in that country, which 
is to take place in September or October. You 
must pot think that ]1 am disloyal to my coun- 
iry in disclosing these matters, which must be 
made sooner or later, but the truth of the 
matter is that when the republican movement 
does come there will be little, very littie, if 
any opposition to it on the part of the mon- 
archs. The Queen Regontof Spain is fully 
aware of the proposed movement and froin 
her, «8 well as from the royai bouseboild, only 
u passive resistance may be expected.’’ 

‘*Why this change in Spain's demeanor? 
For many years has she not absolutely refused 
to listen to propositions asto the cession of 
her principal possession on the American 
continent?’’ 

**The policy of Spain to-day is much more 
liberal than it has been for many years. She 
has cometo the conclusion that sooner or 
later, in some way or otber, she will lose pos- 
session of

*Ob,"* replied Senor Murua, ‘‘there are 
many affafrs of State with which the Ministers 
accredited to foreign countries are not tinade 
acquainted, and this concerning the sale of 
the Island of Cuba is one of them.’’ 

It will be remembered that Senator Call at 
the beginning of the present session of Con- 
gress introduced a resolution having for its 
object the annexation of Cuba. He has talked 
60 long and persistentiy upon it that the Sen 
ate appears to have become iukewarm. 
While bere Senors Murua and Munoza have 
been working very ‘cautiously in official cir- 
cles. They appearto be sanguine that their 
negotiations will succeed. ,

WILL ICE BE DEARER? 


THE ICE COMBINE CONTEMPLATES PUTTING 
UP PRICES. 


- 


An Attempt to Break Up the Ring—Ice 
Coming In Frem the North Which Will 
Be Retailed at Half-Price as Far as It 
Will Go—Hew the Trade Regards the 
Movement. 


The ice combine continues to present a solid 
front, and with the return of bigh tempera- 
tures its prospects would appear bright. Ice 
is scarce throughout the city. The middle 
classes find it difficult to raise sufficient funds 
to buy a full day’s supply, whilethe poor have 
to go without altogether. There isa good 
deal of complaining and a very great deal 
of suffering, but the icemen as a rule 
seem to be holding well together. It has been 
denied that the wholesale men are in any way 
responsivie for the cent a pound price-list of 
the retailers, but as a matter of fact the price 
bas been maintained by threats to cut off the 
‘supply in the event of any concessions being 
made tothe consumers. One man, Michael 
C. Breen of 1689. O’Fallon street, bad 
the temerity to sell at less than 
the price ordered. He was selling 
at $7 a ton and making a good profit at that, 
when his supply was cut off. He was told he 
could have no more ice unless he paid before 
delivery and put up $1,000 as security. He had 
been in the coal and ice business for three 
years, and he understood exactly what the 
intimation meant. 

iis account of what followed is of interest 
as showing how grossly unjust and uncalied- 
for is the reign of high ice 
prices and also as indicating a pos- 
sibility that the very greediness of the 


combine may tead to its destruction. Mr. 
Breen is well acquainted with the icetnen in 
the North,and had it on pretty good authority 
that there was pienty of ice to be bad ata fair 
price. He accordingly wrote to several ice 
men, and their replies more than confirmed 
his information. 
WHAT ICE REALLY COSTS. 

A large dealer at St. Paul, Minn., wrote on 
Thureday: 

‘‘Answering yours ofthe 3d inst., will say I 
have no ice to sell. If you will take enough 
to pay for the trouble 1 will go into the coun 
try and buy you some and arrange freight 
rates. It willcost you well on § aton in St. 
Louls, not counting waste.’’ 

A storm Lake (Io.) merchant writes: 

‘*Yours of the 3d instant received. I have 
plen:y Of ice, and the price is $3 per ton on 
cars at Storm Lake, cash before delivery; 
freight from here to 8t. Louis, $2.50aton. It 
is good, square ice,’’ 

An Albert Lea (Minn.) firm expressed will- 
ingnuess to supply ice at $3 a tom on the cars. 

Mr. Breen followed the matter up promptly 
and finally senta remittance to cover forty 
tons which had been sent from La Crosse. 
The letter announcing the shipment states 
that the cars will arrive late to-night or eariy 
to-morrow worning. They will be on the 
track at the foot of North Market street where 
Mr. Breen states he will sell to all comers 
and whence he will deliver to ali 
parts of the city. He does not relish 
being shut oat by any combine and proposes 
to make matters very iiv-'~ for the ice people. 
He says the waste is ‘y slight, not more 
than 5 per cent, an” ‘% as the ice will cost 
bim only $5.50, plus” waste, be can sell at 
$8.75 aton and make a good profit. This is 
not a very terrific gut on $9, the present 
wholesale price, but if Mr. Breen’s plans 
materialize he will cause a complete 
panic in the retail trade, for he proposes to 
sell retailin any part of the city at $]0a ton, 
which is exactly half the current price. Fora 
nickel the thrifty housewife will be able to get 
a ten-pound lump, and tora dime quite are- 
spectable looking lump willbe forthcoming. 

Mr. Breen says he hasan abundance of ice 
ordered and that be will be _ able 
to supply orders as fast as they come in. 
He bas also carts of his own and 
will get ice on sale at retail as rapidly as pos- 
sible so us to avoid unnecessary waste during 
the intense beat. If, as he confidently be- 
lieves, be can getali the ice he wants, he will 
have sweet revenge on the combine and soon 
force prices to a reasonable figure. 

ANOTHER ADVANCE CONTEMPLETED. 

It is reported thatthe price of ice is to be 
raised by the trust on August l. The whole- 
sale men meettwice a week and at to-mor- 
row’s meeting the August schedule isto be 
agreed upon. Some of the retail dealers have 
already received hints asto what the new 
price will be, butif the market can be sup- 
plied with a cheaper article the combine may 
become more moderate in its dewands. 

A Post-DISPATCH reporter called on Presi- 
dent Huse of the Huse & Loomis Ice Co. this 
morning and asked if there was any truth in 
the report that the ee of ice is about to be 
again raised. Mr. Huee smiled and said: 

‘*‘Idon’tknow. Ican’tsay anything about 
it, for nothing is settled.’’ 

‘*‘But do you expectthere will be another 
advance?’’ 

‘*It is very likely.’’ 

‘*Why?’’ 

‘*Because the papers have scared the men

‘‘Is there an actual scarcity of ice or any 
danger of an ice famine?’’ 

‘‘Oh, no. There is not avery abundant 
supply, but there is plenty of ice on hand 

o.”’ 

. ‘*You can’tsay when the advance in price 
will take place?’’ 

‘*No, I haven't said there is coing to be one, 
although itis very probable that one will be 
necessary.’’ 

THE COT RIDICULED. 

The wholesale ice dealers ridicule the idea 
of the combination being broxen up by the 
introduction of Ry | ice. They appear to be 
well posted in Mr. Breen’s movements, and 
are holding off ready to laugh heartily at 
what they regard as his inevitable failure. 
When questioned on this matter, Mr, Huse 
said that the price of ice was now so high in 
the North that it could not be bought there 
and sola in 8t. Louis, even at the current 
rates. He said: 

‘*You can figure this out for yourself. The 
price of ice in the North Is now about $8 a ton. 
The freight is $2.50 and the yardage on a car 
is $5. So ona car load the figure is:

I hear 
a teameter isgetting in some Northern ice 
which he threatens to sell at halt 
our prices. e has to pay 
cash he will lose 60 much on his 
first shipment even if he charges the same as 
we are dv ing that be will never have a sec- 
ond. Of course if he can get unlimited credit 
he may sell very low for atime. If be tries to 
sell direct from the cars and keeps the ice in 
them while he beats up orders, he will not be 
able to get ten tons out ofacar and often not 
nearly as much. There is no chance of ice 
being solid any cheaper tham our rates.’’

WHAT'S IN A NAME? 


CURIOUS CONTROVERSY STARTED BY 
THE CHESTNUT STREET SIGNS- 


—— 


THE 


The Name of the Street Is Spelled “Chesnat” 
en the Signs and the Authorities Are 
Now Being Locked Up to Show This Isa 
Biunder—The Queer Names Some of the 
Streets Would Have If the 
nances Were Followed Literally. 


The new street signs are being putup all 
the way out Chestnut street from the Levee 
westward withthe name spelled ‘*Chesnut.’’ 
The spelling was authorized by the Street De- 
partment on a somewhat shaky authority, Mr. 
Rauschenbach taking an ordinance of 1840 as 
a precedent. In that ordinance it was spelled 
Chesnut street and ever since an attempt has 
been made to continue the blunder and 
spell the name wrong because it was 
spelled wrong the first time it 
was officially recorded. Mr. Boedecker, 
one of the oldest engineers in the city employ, 
and Mr. Rauschenbach both assert that they 
have always spelled it without thet. Maj, 
Emory Foster, Secretary of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements, says that he was warned 
ten years ago to leave out the t and has 
been doing so ever since in ali official 
documents. He had no authority that he 
could lay his hands on but just did it because 
everyone else inthe City Hall did the same 
thing. The Street Department had only two 
authorities and a POST-DISPATCH reporter 
took the task of i®vestigating the whole 
matter. 

THE AUTHORITIES CONSULTED. 

Beginning at the Street Department office, 
the oldest record there was a certified copy 
of city ordinance No. 587, which provided 
for the ‘‘grading of Chesnut street from 
Fourth street to Fifth street.’’ It was dated 
1840. The next authority that the Street De- 
partment could produce was an old city map 
adopted in 1824. £On this map 
Chestnut street was spelled Chesnut 
but Lombard street was spelled Lumbard, so 
thatthe map could scarcely be a good an- 
thority on spelling. The streets at that time

name is invariably spelled Chesnut street, 
Several of the city officials who were asked 
about the manner of apelling the name of the 
street spelled it differently, each giving dit- 
ferent reasons for so doing, Supply Commis- 
sioner Rowland holding that the street was 
named aftera Mr. Chesnut. Why he thoughts 
so he could not say. In the office of the 
Recorders of Voters the name appears on the 
books as Chestaut, but on the official map 
fixing the ward and precinet boundaries as 
Chesnut. 

All ofthe special tax bilis are made out 
with the spelling, Chestuut, while in official 
notices from the Soeard of Public Improve- 
ments on special tax matters the name is 
spelled without the t. 

In the Rogister’s office there is the original 
oréinanee of July, 1826, which reads as fol- 
ows:

OTHER BLUNDERS AUTHORIZED. 

It would seem from the evidence of the offi- 
cial doeuments that itdoes no real harm to 
epell the word right, and there is no legal en- 
actment compelling the Street Commissioner 
to spell the name wrong just becausein the 
early days of semi-phonetic spelling a clerk 
made the mistake. 

The dictionaries spell it chestnut, and In the 
revised ordinances of 1887 it is spelled two 
ways, some places the t heing put in and in 
other places omitted. Why the various olty 
departments differ in their manner of spelling 
the name they donot know, Dut just 
do it. Some spell it right and 
some wrong. In connection with the 
street signs, if the Street Department is 
sticking to a fixed rule it might provide a gpod 
deal ofentertainment for the citizens, or 
example, on Fourth street the name or nuam- 
ber of the street is abbreviated and painted 
**4th,’’ while the word street is spelled out in 
full. Perhaps it would be well to 
follow the abbreviation system on the 
names whenever itis possible, for example, 
Mississippi avenue might be put up on the 
posts as Miss avenue, or Benjamin street Ben 
street, or Caroli:e street Carrie street, Ed- 
ward avenee Ed avenue, or Arkansas avenue 
Ark avenue. It seems to be the rule to make 
the name of the street the smallest part of tne 
sign while the word street or avenue isa given 
all the prominence the space on the tin will 
permit. This curtailing of names might be 
carried out to an indefinite extent so ag to 
have ample room for the full word street or 
avenue.

BYPNOTIZING A BEN, 


And Thus Obtaining a Brood of Healthy, 
Bappy Little Chickens, 


Within the last month I bave made an in- 
teresting experiment with a fewl, writesa 
correspondent of the Spectator. Some choise 
eggs being sent me for hatching purposes 
(having neo hen at that time broody and no 
incubator) I determined to set one of my hens 
on these eggs and keep her there by the force 


of mesmeric power. The eggs were not tresh 
when l received them, and to keep them with 
the uncertain bope of a hen becoming brood 
might have been fatal to their hatcning. i 
therefore went against nature and get my hen 
upos these eags;she was in fuoll lav at the 
time and remained so throughout the three 
weeks that she was sitting, laying according 
to wont, twoout of three days. Those who 
understand poultry will appreeiate that no 
hea will do this, having become paturally 
broody, although for the first day or two after 
being set om eygs I have bad hens iay 
once or even twice, 

Marking the eggs I set her upon, I was abie 
to Kaow and withdraw the eggs she kept lay- 
ing. The first day 1 placed her on the eges it 
took me half an hour to bring her into a hyp- 
motic -condition; but each successive day, 
after having roused her to drinkand eat, I 
wag able to soothe her to drowsy lacidity in 
much less time; also there were cays, for 
which lean give no reason, when lI hag to go 
to her more than once in the day, she being 
in @ restiess, excited state, trying to get off 
the nest. The result has been, much to my 
own. astonishment, that four out of seven of 
these eggs have batched and are healthy, 
happy littie chickens. At might 1 can still in- 
fluence their mothnerto ber maternal duties, 
but in the daytime she takes no notice of 
them, 


| RUDYARD AIPLING, 


A Word Pertrait ef the Literary Lion of 
the Mour.

Talking of portraits, I have just had one of 
Rudyard Kipling painted for mein words bya 
London friend who knows very intimately this 
conquering hero in the world of letters. My 
friend writes: *‘Personally I like him much 
and he interests me. He is a small man, 
short-sighted, but with good eyes, cnly 24, 


His talk is quick and pleasant, full of fun and 
vivacity and shrewd teuches of observation, 
almost wit. He ite a delightful companion 
tomen. Wemen deo not always like him, for 
be bas caught tbe prevailing tone—the pessi- 
m istic cynicism of the day—and be has caurht, 
too, the slang of Indian messrooms, which is 
a few shades worse than that of messroors 
athome. People who only know him super- 
ficially think he hasan immense deal of ‘side,’ 
but that is all superficial. At heart he is the 
nieest and most modest fellow I know. I 
think he has a great future, and 1 honestly 
believe bim te be the nearest to a genius of 
any man that we bave bad in Engiand for the 
last ten years.’’ 

No manin Lendon hasa keener perception 
of character than the writer of the letter 
from whiechI have quoted the foregoing; but 
Isball soon have an epportunity to form my 
own impressions of Kipling, since sfready I 
aim asked to meet him at a London dinner. 
This morning one of his books comes to me— 
**The Story of the Gacsbys.’’ It has a de- 
lightful suggestion of the Orient, for it is pub- 
lished im the ‘‘Indiam KRaliway Library,’’ and 
the price is lrupee. ‘‘Other books by the 
Saine autbor’’ (advertised on the cover) are: 
‘*Soldiers Three,’’ ‘‘Iin Biack and White’’ 
and ‘‘Under the Deodars,’’ and tothese will 
presentiy be added **Wee Willie Winkie, and 
Other Children’s Stories,’’ and ‘‘lbe Phan- 
tom ‘Ricksb&aw, and Other Eerle Tales.’’ 
Each of these books is priced atarupee. I 
don’t quite know whatarupee represents. 
There isadelightiul mystery about it; but it 
seems much mere Interesting to buy a book 
jor arupee than for a sbilling. When Rud- 
yard’ Kipling writes of the people he knows 
and has iived among, bis work isepoch mak- 
ing Im literature, Suchastory as ‘*‘Without 
Benefit of Clergy,’’ in Macmillan’s Magazine 
for June, is umrivaied amoung the magazine 
stories of the year; but on the other hand 
‘*The Lamentable Comedy of Willow Weood’’ 
in the May Fortnightly seems to me a dead 
failure, though I must add that, so far asl 
bave seen Kipling’s work, itis hie only failure, 
He is sui gemeris. His wonderful fresbness of 
thougat, bis vivid presentations of a lile un- 
known to us, bis passion, his pathos, his 
very cynicisms—are they not all delightful?

LITERARY ASPIRANTS. 


A PROFESSIONAL READER GIVES THEM A 
) SHORT TALK. 


The Needs of the Literary Weeklies and 
the Manuscript of Well-Knewn Writers 
—Rebert L. Stevensen’s House in Samoa 
—The Supply ef Serial Stories Already 
on Hand.

HAT there is some 
skepticism, that may 
be pardoned regard- 
ing the truth of the 
sensational story 
which has been 
flashed under the 
oceans, and is sow 
surprising the liter- 
ary world to the 
effect that Robert 
Louls Stevenson has 
picked out a Samoan 
mountain slope as a 
permanent home 
and will at once be- 
gin to baild a house. 
To whatever extent 
the gifted autnor of 
**Jekyll and Hyde’’ 
may indulge his passion for studying wild end 
unfamiliar life in the remote nooks of 
the globe to which his yacht carries 
Lim, it seems improbable that his 
numerous literary engagements can 
admit of his choosing asa home a place far 
removed from the centers of thought and 
study—hundreds of leagues, indeed, from the 
nearest literary conveniences and secluded 
from the world’s activity and progress. The 
writing, serials, sketches, etc., for which he 
is under contract, are sufficient to occupy at 
least a twelvemonthb, and the total remunera- 
tion ferthe work isestimated at $380,000, of 
which sum a New York literary weekly is to 
pay $10,000 for a serial story. 

Curiosity is allowable concerning the auto 
graph ofa writer whose pen-marks bring him 
such remuneration. Mr. Stevenson’s signa- 
ture is a disappointment to those who believe 
that an author’s personality shows itself in 
his handwriting. It is small, fluent, delicate 
and almost graceful, indicating none of his 
weird originality in writing and none of the 


ferceful disregard fer conventionality which 
the author shows in bis speech and his dress. 

Observers who believe thata man mirrors 
bimeseif to some extent in his handwriting 
covld find many instances to suppert their 
theory in the MSS which come before the eye 
of a professional ‘‘reader,’’ and nota few in- 
stances which would puzzie tbeirfaith. In 
any event thev would leara much of what the 
curious public is ever eager to learn. 

HAROLD FREDERICK 

bas a bold, simple and easy handwriting 
which Is ajoy tothe beartof the professional 
*‘‘reader,’’ andthe writing of James Parton 
is like unto it. Elizabeth Stewart Phelps has 
a quick and nervous hand and ber manuscript 
is filed with interlineations. Jullan Haw- 
thorne’s ‘‘eopy’’ averages eighteen words to 
a line (his copy paper being seven inches 
wide) and is written with a peculiar violet ink 
whieh flashes iato old gold or dead- 
ens to purple in certain lights. 
Edgar Fawcett’s bandwriting is plain 
and full. Frank Dempster Sherman 
prints his poems with a fine pen, forming 
beautifally delicate letters, his manuscript 
being almost as delicate and lucid as bis 
verses. The same could be said of Clinton 
Scollard’s pen products. Mrs. Amelia E. 
Barr’s writing is large and firm and angular, 
et delicate. Judge Tourgee uses ink which 
s like Julian Hawthorne’s, only more so. 
Mrs. Madeline Vinton Dahigreen’s chirog- 
rapby is massive and Gothic with lofty arches 
and sky aspiring l’s. Anna Katharine Green’s 
bandwriting is delicate, graceful, imaginative 
and sem}-fasbionable. 

‘*‘Writers who send in several MSS. In the 
same inciosure make a big mistake,’’ was the 
information recentiv ywoucbsafed to me bya 
reader for one of the weeklies. It is much 
better for a writer to take a little additional 
troubie and malilthe articles at intervals of a 
day ortwo. Few readers care to recommend 
more than one out of four or five short stories 
sent at one time by the same author, and itis 
frequeatiy the case that two or three of those 
same stories micht be recommended if a week 
elapsed between the receipt of each story. 
When an assortment of 

SHORT STORIES, 

poems, sketches and comics is received, the 
impression given is distinctiy unfavorable. 
The idea of the sender is too boldly evident. 
‘*Perhaps 1’ll make astrike out of the liot!’’ 
is easily read between thelines. Many pub- 
lishers require their ‘‘readers’’ to keep an 
elaborate record and index of all articles sub- 
mitted and the work of such ‘*readers’’ is in- 
creased disproportionately when a job lot of 
stories, poems, etc., ls received. 

As for serials, [tisin mostcases compara- 
tively simple to judge ofthem. Justnow the 
magazines and the higher grade weeklies 
have fewer serials than was the case filteen or 
twenty years ago, at which timesome ofthe 
weeklies used to printas many as six serials 
in each issue. To-day, however, most ofthe 
superior periodicais use only two serials, 
some ofthem only one serial. Consequently 
only a serial of special brilliance has any 
show of being accepted. Accordingly, the 
niche being 80 small, most ser- 
ials proffered are rejected off hand. 
As a novel published serially must be 
in a serial form (that is, be divided into instal 
ments nearly equal in length, and have arat 
tiling, old-school suspenseful climax) and a 
many new writers do not write in pursuanc- 
of tbis requisite, many noveis which would be 
salable and bright in book form are thrown 
out by *‘readers’’ for magazines and weeklies. 
Above all, a serial must bave a bair-lifting 
first inetalment. It must lose no time in de- 
scription and apalysis, but must get down at 
once to action; the description and analysis 
may come along about the third or fourth in- 
stalment. 

But the fact is thata serial by an unknown 
author bas not one chance in thirty of ac- 
ceptance. Most publishers have stored in 
their safes anywhere from ten to twenty-five 
or thirty serials by standard and popular 
authors, and these may have been awaiting 
insertion anywhere from six months to three 
or four years or more. With such a weaith of 
serial fiction on band and with a lessening de- 
mand for fiction on the part of readers, it is 
not strange that magazine publishers should 
be reluctant to accept a serial, mo matter how 
excelient, from 

aN UNKNOWN GENIUS. 

Just now magazines and weeklies are on the 
lookout forshort sketches of travel, adven- 
ture, exploration, etec., which are capable of 
bizarre and artistic illustration. Strange life 
and scenery inremote nooks of the earth, 
picturesque features of metropolitan iife, 
hig her phases of sporte, religious practices, 
etc., etc?, etc., in fact, anything of interest 
which can be illustrated from photographs 
or by the fancy of a creative and poetical 
artist, bave a better show for accept- 
ance to-day than fiction. By the way, ama- 
teur photography is destined to play a dicta- 
social part in the weeklies. A series of good 
photographs will foatan interior article, the 
editors touching up the manuscript, and, if 
necessary, giving it to a literary hack to re- 
write. 

Regarding poetry: As might be expected 
most of the verses which come in are evolved 
from feminine cerebral cells. There is a 
craze for metrical confections such as ron- 
deaux, roundels, villavelies, triolets, qua- 
trains, huitrains and other fanciful products 
in the line of vers des ociete. Such things 
generally begin the round by 0being 
maeiied to Life and the weekly society papers, 
and on being returned with thanks, are sent 
toany and every periodical with which they 
are supposed to haye a show. They refer 
learnediy to Arcady, Eros, Heloise, Juliet, 
Amaryiilis, and otherwise sbow erudition re- 
specting matters erotic. 

The most matter ls submitted in the winter 
months, the winter crop being about doubie 
that of the summer. Ordinarily an article 
which is intended for publication In a certain 
issue of a weekly sbould, If it is to be illus- 
trated, bein six or seven weeks before that 
issue; if it does not need illustration it shotid 
be in a month beforeband.

BISMARCK AS A PATIENT. 


He Once Had Little Faith in Doctors, bat 
lias Changed His Mind. 


Prince Bismarck used to have the reputa- 
tion of thiaking anything but nobly of the 
medical profession, and his differences of 
opinion with the liste Prof. Frerichs as 
to the pathology and therapeutics of that im- 
portant political organ, the liver, were ex- 
pressed in language more familiar perhaps to 
scientific controversialists than to diploma- 
tists. Itis probabie that the great statesman 
was a refractory patient, says the 
British Medical Journal, but bitter experience 
seems to have taught him that throwing 


physic to the dogs is not the most satisfactory 
treatment for the growing infirmities of age. 
He is now, according to a statement which he 
recently made to a representative of the Daily 
Telegraph, a model patient, paying the most 
exemplary obedience to the counsels of his 
medical udviser, Prof. Schweninger. The 
Prince some yearsago was in dauger of be- 
coming the largest, as well asthe greatest, 
nanin Germany, but Dr. Schweninger re- 
lieved bim of the growing load of ‘*too 
solid flesh’’ by the judicious application of 
Oertel’s method, which has been made known 
to English readers by Dr, Mitchell Brace and 
others. The details of the Prince’s present 
dietetic regimen may be interesting to those 
interested in the treatment of obesity. He 
says: ‘‘l am only allowed to drink thrice a 
day—a quarter of an hour after @ach meal, 
and each tine not more than half a bottle of 
red sparkling Moselle of a very light and dry 
character. Burgundy and beer, both of 
which I am extremely fond of, are strictly 
forbidden to me; so are all the strong Rnenish 
and Spanish wines and even claret. For 
some years past I have been atotal abstainer 
from all these general liquors. much to the 
advantage of my health and my ‘condition,’ 
ih the sporting sense of the word. Formeriy 
1 used to welgh over seventeen stone. By 
observing this regimes I brought myself 
down to under fourteen, and without any 
loss of strength—indeed, with gain. My 
normal weight now ig 185 pounds. I am 
weighed once aday by my docter’s orders, 
and any excess of that figure 
work to get rid of, by exercise and special 
regimen.

TREASURES OF THE SEA, 


Fabulous Wealth Sunk to the Bottom of the 
Ocean in Shipwrecks, 


From the Baltimore News. 

There were heaps of gold carried In galleons 
and like packets years ago. In 1769a ship of 
war from Rio to Lisbon had on board 9,000,000 
ofcrusades in diamonds, and about 100,000 
‘*crown tournois’’ in plasters, makingin the 
whole 29,050,000 livres tournols. So much for 
a single ship. 

In 1774 Spanish ships Irom Vera Cruz and 
Havana arrived with 22,000,000 crowns, ex- 
clusive of merchandise, valued roundly at 
27,000,000 crowns. Such examples could be 
multiplied. Of the cargo of au Englisn mer- 
chantman in 1771 one item alone—a diamond 
in the rough—was valued at £100, 000. 

As a costiy shipwreck La Lutine deserves 
notice. She was of thirty-two guns, com- 
manded by Capt. Skynner and went ashore on 
the bank of the Fly Island passage the night 
of October 9, 1798. At firstshe was reputed to 
have had £600,000 sterling in specie on buard, 
This was aiterward contradicted bya state- 
ment that the whole amounted to about £160,- 
000 sterling. 

In more modern times the costliness of ship- 
wreck is to be found in the destruction of the 
fabric and its cargo rather than in the treasure 
On board. 

The Royal Charter is the most notable mod- 
@rn instance of the wreck of a ‘‘treasure’’ 
ship. It left Australla with £350,000in is. Of 
this sum, says Charlies Dickens in his chapter 
on this dreadful shipwreck In his ‘‘Uncom- 
mercial Traveler,’’ £300,000 worth was recoy- 
ered atthe time of the novelist’s visit to the 
spot where it had been driven ashore,

The Public Unable to See All That Occurs in 
a Race—St. Louis Defeated by the Ath- 
letics in an Exeiting Eleven-Inning Con- 
test—Base Ball, Horse Racing and Sport- 
ing Matter of All Kinds.

HE Tribune’s racing 
reporter says tbe 
racing at Monmouth 
Park has not been 
entirely satisfactory.

As 
she carried 110 
pounds much sur- 
prise was felt that 
Garrison did not have 
the mount at a few 
pounds overweight.

On July 5 Blue Rock was ridden by Bergen, 
and when the latter dismounsted he said to 
Michael Dwyer and a few others that the colt 
would certainly have won the race if he had 
not stumbled and lost much ground. Notone 
in one hundred spectators had the remotest 
suspicion that Blue Rock stumbled. Nobody 
in the press stand noticed it, and the report- 
ers have good glasses and sharpeyes. Yet 
Bergen musthave been right. Before the 
first raceon Saturday be sald to Mr. Dwyer 
that Blue Rock wonld win. He had ridden 
Eon on Thursday and won with him, and 
knew to an ounce what could be expected of 
that lumbering bulk. He had also ridden 
Blue Rock and was thoroughly aware of Biue 
Rock’s capabilities. So while the fools 
rushed in where angels fear to tread 
and made Eon favorite, the Dwvers quietly 
invested their money on Blue Rock at 


comfortable odds. Weil, just as Bergen pre- 
dicted, Blue Rock won, while Eon was no- 
where. That’s the difference between know- 
ing and not knowing ailaboutarace as it is 
run. if Kergen bad not told the Dwyers 
what be did about Biue Rock stumbling, itis 
highly probable that they would have lost on 
Eon. One thing is certain: The shrewdest 
trainers on tie turf lost ali theirsmaill pocket 
change on Blue Rock when he was beaten by 
Volunteer.

As Ten Broeck made his 
record asa 5-year-old with only 110 puunds 
up and in a special trial against time, 
Racine'’s record made in a race 
is afar more creditable performance. The 
fact that the record was made at the V/ ashing- 
ton Park track, however, will always cast 
suspicion on it, as people will not accept as 
correct perfomances done on a track wbherethe 
worst of skates are daily breaking records, 
Bishop, the eire of Racine, is ason of the Palo 
Alto sire, Shannon, and wae at his best a fair 
racehorse, although knocked about and iil- 
used in the East. He rated with selling- 
platers and ran at Clifton and Guttenburg. 
He was sold to Capt. Franklin of Tennessee 
and RKRacine’s glory makes him marked in the 
etud. Racine is out of imp. Fairy Kose, the 
dam also uf L. Rose’s good fiily Fairy. 
Fairy Rose was bvbred by Leopold de Rothbs- 
child, and was purchased and imported In 
1885 by Senator Stanford. She is a mare of 
queeniy form and one of the _ favorite 
thoroughbreds at Palo Alto. Racine was bred 
aut Palo Alto aad started as a 2-year-old in 
California twelve times, being beaten but 
once, that being in his maiden race, at balf a 
mile. Heand his stable companion, Flam- 
beau, were the sensations of last year on the 
Pacific slope, and thisspring they swept all 
before them in California. It was atone time 
proposed to send both colts East in the Hearst 
wtaoile, but Fiambeau went wrong 
and the idea was abandoned. However, 
Kacine’s racing qualities were let tothe Un- 
dine stable, in whose colors he now runs. 
After he rau his first race at Washington lark, 
amilein 1:41, he was pronounced a record- 
breaker, and those who knew him best were 
least surprised when he broke the record at 
Chicago. A meeting between Racine, Bur- 
liagton and Tournament would probably set- 
tie the question as to the &-year-old cham- 
pilovship.

It is astonishing how littie attention is paid 
by the managers of race-tracks to the wishes 
of the public. If there are any two things 
that lovers of running horses most desire it is 


a circular track and long-distance racing, and 
et 'n the face of a constantiy growing popu- 
ar clamor the big tracks increase sprint racing 

and lengthen their straight-away tracks. There 

wasatime when one could comfortably view 
along race and see cvery footof it. Now ail 
you can see at mostofthe tracks is a mov- 
ing mass of black objects so far away from 
you that they are as much like beetles as they 
are like horses, and all you can see isa quar- 
ter of a mile of atwo-milerace. The gamblers 
shortened races, but it would require the wis- 
dom of omniscience to discover what pro- 
duced that abomination of the turf, straight 
racing: Another bad feature of the new sys- 
tem is the facilities it offersfor pulling. Will 
any sane map pretend that the judges, sitting 
in their little box at Monmouth, for instance, 
can see whether a boy is riding bonestiy or 
dishonestly amileanda quarter away from 
him when the bhorees and jockeys are a mere 
Dbivr? The sooner we get back to the old sys- 
tem the better. It was good ermougnd for our 
fathers, andthe famous horses of the past 
were ignorant of these wretched inventions 
for annoying honest turfmen. The straight 
track, beginning no man knows where, ought 
to go. It is neither ornamental nor useful,

HIS FIDDLE SAVED HIS LIFE. 


A Musician’s Thrilling Adventure With a 
Nest ef Rattlesnakes. 


Pr Te'tegranh to the Post-Diseatcu. 

EVERTON, Cal., July 14.—Paul Keister, a lo- 
cal musician, reports an exciting and novel 
experience witha pair of rattlesnakes in the 
Sonoma Mountains. Keister’s services asa 
violinist sometimes take him to the country, 
where old-fashioned parties are given.

The music bad the desired 
effect. ihe snakes gradualiy uncoiled, and 
stretching themselves out in the path, glided 
slowly towards the player. This movement 
of the snakes was anytning Dut pleasant to 
Keister, who kept sawing away at his fiddle, 
trving to devise, meanwhile, a scheme for 
escaping. Cluserand closer came the snakes 
and fasterand faster fiew the bowover tha 
strings as Keister’s nerves quivered and 
shook. At last the snakes reached a point 
withintwo feet of the terrified fiddler, and 
winding themseives up, they iifted their 
heads closely together and fixed their shining 
eyeson the musician. Keister’s nerves were 
now utterly uncoatroeliabie. With a yell he 
krabbed his fiddle by the neck and brought it 
down with crushing loses on the heads of the 
snakes, the blows stunned the replies and 
Keister kept hammering away until they were 
dead. He broke his beloved Violin into 
splinters, buthe sayed his life. The snakes 
measured six and seven teet respectively. One 
carried ten ratties and the other seven.
